Every citizen knows the need 
for such an airport, and there 
is general gratification that 
this long-awaited progressive 
step is being taken, with the 
Inunicipality in its proper pos= 
ition of leadership. 

“It is acknowledged, how- 
ever, that the exact location 
of the proposed airport will 
not be easy to find. A false 
step in that all-important mat- 
ter would be permanently de- 
trimental to the city’s interest. 
The requirements for an air= 


port are: That the land must 
be level; that it must be free 
as possible from dangerous 


or twisting air currents; that 
it must be easy to find from: 
the air, both by landmark 
and by freedom from fog; that 
it must be sufficiently aloof 
to avoid the hazard of nearby 
buildings or power lines: that 
airplane concerns could locate 
near at hand, and finally, 
that it should’ be well situat- 
ed as to highway and _ street 
access to the central  post- 
office of «the city. 

/ “Now, San Francisco has 
but 14 per cent of level land; 


the lack of such lands for 
industrial sites is already a 
problem. Air currents are 
said to be bad in some places 


where land might be reelaim- 
ed. A site outside the county 


line would require a charter 
amendment and action by the 
next State legislature there- 
after; @ vear, that, of delay. 


Tf the Air Mail and commer- 
cial lines should become well 
established elsewhere. during 
that year, the delay might be 
of serious consequence. 

“The possibility has been 
suggested that temporary use 
of a government tract, ad- 
joining the present Crissy 
landing field, might be securs 
ed—such use would be purely 
temporary, of course. Such an 
arrangement would bring this 
new industry inside the city 
limits, where it preferably be-= 
longs, and would permit time 
to be devoted to a thorough, 
careful, unprejudiced study 
and choice of the site that 
would later become perman- 
ent. Whether this suggestion 
be adopted or some _ other 
temporary plan, the location 
of the permanent San Frans 
cisco Airport is far too im- 
portant a matter to be rushed. 
That the funds for a start are 
supplied by the city is real 
cause for rejoicing.”

About Whooping 
Cough 


By W. W. FRASER, M. D. 


N MY INTRODUCTORY remarks, last week, I promis- 
ed that at this time I would say something about 
cutting short the course of some diseases which are 
usually supposed to have to run their course to such 
a termination as nature and time may bring about. 
I will take as an example WHOOPING COUGH, be- 
cause that disease will be of general interest to mothers 
at this time. 


Whooping cough manifests itself, at. first, as a simple 
catarrh, the cough becoming gradually worse as the dis- 
ease progresses, until finally the whoop is developed, when 
a tynical attack may be described as follows: 


The child seems to feel the oncoming paroxysm, and 
will run to the mother for support. The cough consists 
of.a series of explosive coughs, following each oother in 
quick succession, until. the child seems unable to get its 
breath. The face will Become deep red or purple, at times 
almost black, the veins of the face stand out prominently, 
the eyes are. bloodshot, then follows a long drawn in- 
spiration, accompanied by the characteristic whoop .Vomit- 
ing and nosebleed are frequent. After an attack, the child 
seems to be exhausted, hardly able to stand, the mind is 
confused and the face is covered with prespiration. The 
disease may last three months, and in winter, when 
efresh colds are caught, it may last six months under the 
usual treatment as given by the average physician. 


A long continued case is apt to be complicated by 
pneumonia, or other serious conditions, which, in the 
weakened condition of the little patient may, and does, 
frequently terminate fatally. 


My experience is, that by PROPER TREATMENT, 
the disease can be greatly modified, and its course cut 
short, thus relieving the child from a vast amount of 
suffering and danger to life from the various complica- 
tions which usually follow a severe protracted case.
